Bonelli Warns 

m a * Clean-Air Crash 

in a reply to a sere- n , 7 , . 

after his election in Program Needed 

Supervisor Frank G. 
Bonelli today warned that 
only a crash program on 
smog eradication during the 
next five years will deter¬ 
mine whether or not each 
man, woman, and child in 
Los Angeles County will 
need a smog (gas) mask as 
a health precaution mea¬ 
sure during smog attacks, 
and whether gasoline ra¬ 
tioning, limiting car usage 
will be needed. 

Bonelli declared: 

“The crucial test in the 
fight against air pollution, 
offenders must be faced and 
a victory achieved in the 
five-year period prior to 
1970. Failure to provide the 
remedial corrections neces¬ 
sary to overcome all known 
sources of smog can only re¬ 
sult in creation of a sub¬ 
stantially acute health em¬ 
ergency requiring .drastic 
steps. 

“It will be regrettable if 
the state and federal gov¬ 
ernments do not have a full 
awakening in dealing with 
and combatting smog as a 
national-state problem, re¬ 
sulting in a disastrous pub¬ 
lic, health, safety and wel¬ 
fare problem requiring the 
providing of smog (gas) 
masks as a protective mea¬ 
sure during severe smog 
attacks. 

“Only by the taking of 
drastic steps by the automo- 
b i 1 e manufacturers via 
motor modifications and 
any and all other necessary 
steps, can the smog eradica¬ 
tion goal be reached by 
1970. The alternative will be 
the gasoline ra t i o n i n g 
limiting car usage and re¬ 
sulting in serious economic 
repercussions. 

“The public’s health, wel¬ 
fare and safety must take 
priority over economic 
greed. The almighty dollar 
must not be gained at the 
expense of the people’s well 
being.”
